SEITERLE ADMITTED stran­ 
gling Mrs. Duvel, 45. while she 
was tied on her bed. Gentry said 
he stabbed to death Duvel. 47, as 
the man was tied on another bed. 
Both Gentry and O'Hara earlier 
pleaded guilty to murder charges 
and were sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment.
